INTRODUCTION 

The  story  of  man's  use  of  other  animals  to  satisfy  human  wants  is  as  old  as 
the  saga  of  man.  Through  archaeol og ica 1 investigation  historians  have  traced 
early  man's  progression  from  carrion  scavenger  to  hunter  to  domesticator . 
Anthropological  study  has  revealed  that  this  progression  gave  birth  to  rituals, 
celebrations,  and  art  forms  — expressions  of  human  emotions  — representing 
primitive  man's  recognition  of  the  pragmatic  and  esthetic  values  of  animals. 

Contemporary  importance  of  other  animals  to  human  ecology  can  be  attributed  to 
man's  continuing  reliance  on  animals  to  improve  the  physical  and  emotional 
condition  of  humans.  This  reliance  involves  extensive  manipulation  and 
diverse  uses  of  animals. 

In  reference  to  consumptive  uses  or  uses  resulting  in  animals  deaths,  tech- 
nologically advanced  societies  have  developed  and  applied  industrial  tech- 
niques which  yield  large  quantities  of  poultry,  beef,  lamb,  and  fish  for  food. 
Important  advances  in  medical  technology  have  been  achieved  through  the  use 
of  animals  in  vivisection  and  experimental  surgery.  Activities  related  to 
the  consumption  of  harvestable  surpluses  of  game  species  produce  positive 
emotional  experiences  for  participants. 

With  respect  to  nonconsumptive  uses,  wild  animals  are  considered  important 
for  their  esthetic  and  existence  values.  Domestic  animals  are  valued  for 
specific  abilities  or  traits,  such  as  milk  production  in  cows,  hunting 
ability  in  dogs,  or  desirability  as  companions  for  man. 

Although  widespread  and  in  some  cases  virtually  essential  for  the  survival 
of  some  human  societies,  man's  manipulation  of  other  animals  for  physical 
self-maintenance  and  emotional  satisfaction  has  not  gone  unquestioned  in 
modern  times.  Particularly  severe  criticism  has  been  directed  at  con- 
sumptive uses  which  pit  man  against  animal  or  animal  against  animal,  or 
which  result  in  what  some  people  feel  to  be  needless  suffering  of  animals. 

Such  criticism  arising  in  America  during  the  mid-19th  to  late  19th  century 
can  be  noted  in  the  literature  of  that  period.  For  example,  with  the 
formulation  of  the  American  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to 
Animals  in  1866,  articles  began  to  appear  in  the  New  York  Times  about 
condemnations  of  pigeon  shooting,  dog  and  cock  fighting,  bull  baiting  and 
fighting,  buffalo  hunting,  fur  trapping,  fox  hunting,  pest  control, 
vivisection,  cruelty  to  dogs  and  cats,  cruelty  to  beasts  of  burden,  and

A scan  of  literature  of  the  20th  century  reveals  an  increasingly  intense 
concern  for  animal  welfare,  particularly  from  the  late  1950's  to  the 
present.  During  this  time,  the  number  of  articles  addressing  concern  for 
animals  increased  sharply. 

Though  animal  welfare  is  an  old  issue  in  America,  the  last  20  years 
represent  a period  during  which  concern  for  the  fate  of  animals  has  risen 
at  an  unprecedented  rate.  Such  an  assertion  is  given  credence  by  Table  1, 
which  shows  the  number  of  national  animal  welfare  organizations  in  America 
per  one  million  U.S.  residents,  1900  to  1972.  (_2)  1 J The  start  of  a 
striking  upward  trend  in  group  numbers  per  one  million  residents  can  be 
noted  in  the  late  1950's.  The  rate  of  increase  in  number  of  national 
animal  welfare  organizations  between  1950  and  1960  was  44  percent,  the 
highest  of  any  decade  thus  far  in  the  20th  century  (see  Table  2).

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Today,  there  exists  extensive  "popular"  literature  reflecting  contemporary 
concern  for  the  fate  of  animals.  Generally  these  nonresearch  works  fall 
into  one  of  two  categories  describing  man's  relationship  to  animals:  man, 
the  benefactor;  or  man,  the  beast. 

The  body  of  social  scientific  research  examining  man's  feelings  toward 
animals  and  their  uses  is  understandably  small  due  to  the  rather  recent 
emergence  of  the  topic  as  a widely  recognized  social  issue.  The  subject 
of  such  works  is  frequently  "hunting"  — attitudes  of  nonhunters  toward 
hunting,  and  attitues  of  hunters  toward  their  avocation.  The  most  recent 
assemblage  of  nonbiologica 1 literature  citations  specific  to  man/animal 
relationships  is  "Human  Behavior  Aspects  of  Fish  and  Wildlife  Conservation: 

An  Annotated  Bibliography."  (3)  Compiled  by  researchers  of  the  Forest 
Service,  this  work  catalogs  995  literature  annotations. 

This  listing  of  literature  citations  and  animal  welfare  organization  data 
supplement  the  annotated  bibliography.  Addressing  the  more  general  topic 
of  man's  feelings  toward  animals  and  their  uses,  this  reference  tool 
identifies  sources  in  social  scientific  investigation  of  the  political, 
economic,  and  emotional  forces  at  work  in  this  area. 

This  retrieval  of  information  concerning  man's  feelings  toward  animals  and 
their  uses  was  completed  as  part  of  a nationwide  attitude  inventory  to 
assess  feelings  toward  animals  in  general  and  coyote  control  in  particular. 
(1)  “Specific  objectives  were:  (1)  to  catalog  citations  of  nonresearch  work 
considering  social  issues  emanating  from  man's  feelings  toward  animals  and 
their  uses;  (2)  to  compile  citations  of  social  scientific  research  exam- 
ining man/animal  relationships  and  related  topics;  and  (3)  to  assemble  a 
list  of  periodicals  published  by  animal  welfare  organizations,  and  include 
related  organization  data  which  could  prove  valuable  to  investigators  of 
animal  welfare  topics. 

Popular  Works.  The  retrieval  of  citations  of  popular  articles  was  limited 
to  works  about  contemporary  discontent  with  traditional  uses  of  animals 
by  man.  Accordingly,  articles  appealing  for  wildlife  habitat  maintenance 
and  pollution  control  were  not  included;  that  is  most  works  in  the 
extensive  literature  of  wildlife  conservation  were  excluded.  However, 
such  articles  were  cited  when  the  title  addressed  man's  uses  of  animals 
in  a social  issue  context,  such  as  ethics  of  hunting,  humaneness  of  a 
capturing  technique,  or  killing  method.  The  time  frame  for  the  retrieval  of 
popular  citations  extended  from  the  present  to  the  early  1960's.  In  summary, 
the  compilation  of  citations  of  popular  works,  though  not  nearly  exhaustive, 
is  a representative  collection  of  recent  essays  on  animal  welfare. 

Social  Scientific  Literature.  The  subject  of  boundaries  established  for 
the  retrieval  of  citations  of  social  scientific  works  were  broader  than  the 
popular  literature  boundaries  because  of  the  relatively  small  body  of  re- 
search addressing  man's  feelings  toward  animals  and  their  uses. 

Specifically,  retrieved  were  citations  of  works  treating  the  socioeconomic 
characteristics  of  hunters  and  fishermen,  feelings  toward  conservation,  and

feelings  toward  violence,  as  well  as  citations  of  research  assessing  feelings 
toward  animals  and  their  uses.  The  research  compiled  dealing  with  man's 
feelings  toward  animals  is  thought  to  be  virtually  exhaustive  of  such  works 
published  in  the  United  States. 

Animal  Welfare  Organization  Data.  Many  articles  in  periodicals  published  by 
animal  welfare  organizations  address  the  moral  and  social  implications  of  man's 
use  of  animals.  Accordingly,  a comprehensive  retrieval  and  listing  of  citations 
of  these  articles  would  be  difficult  unless  a specific  topic  were  selected  from 
the  broad  spectrum  of  animal  welfare  subjects;  perceived  cruelties  of  the  leg- 
hold  trap,  ethical  aspects  of  seal  harvest,  humaneness  of  killing  methods  in 
dog  and  cat  control.  Thus,  it  was  decided  that  a tenable  approach  dealing 
with  animal  welfare  periodicals  was  simply  a listing  of  periodicals  published 
by  a parent  organization,  and  related  organization  data  which  could  prove 
valuable  to  investigators  of  animal  welfare  topics.  In  addition  to  period- 
icals, many  organizations  publish  special  reports  pertaining  to  specific 
animal  welfare  topics,  but  these  are  not  listed.  Correspondence  with  the 
groups  should  include  inquiry  regarding  such  special  reports. 

The  "Encyclopedia  of  Associations"  (2)  was  used  to  obtain  organization  data. 

The  141  groups  cataloged  were  selected  from  Volume  One  of  the  document, 

National  Organizations  of  the  U.S.  Although  the  names  of  some  groups  listed 
express  scope  of  activity  on  international  or  local  scales,  these  organizations 
were  classified  by  the  "Encyclopedia  of  Associations"  as  "National,"  and 
therefore,  are  presented  as  such. 

Organizat ion . The  literature  citations  are  grouped  alphabetically  by  author 
in  four  categories:  (1)  general  coverage;  (2)  animals  as  recreational  and 
esthetic  resources;  (3)  animals  as  industrial  resources  and  in  biological 
research;  and  (4)  related  social  scientific  literature.  In  searching  for 
for  articles  addressing  a specific  topic,  the  category  most  related  to  that 
topic  should  be  scanned  first.  However,  because  of  the  interrelationships 
of  animal  welfare  issues,  the  three  remaining  categories  also  should  be 
examined.  As  an  aid  in  literature  retrieval,  Library  of  Congress  call 
numbers  are  included  following  most  citations  to  European  works. 

Each  of  141  national  organizations  concerned  with  animal  welfare  is  briefly 
described.  Listed  are  the  name,  address,  foundation  date,  size  of  member- 
ship and  staff,  purpose,  and  periodicals  of  each.  This  information  is 
organized  alphabetically  by  group  name.
